Imports Sired Top Juveniles 

The roster of the leading sires of two-year- 
olds of I960 is headed by a star-studded trio— 
*Turn-to, *My Babu and *Pappa Fourway—the 
star ( * ) denoting an imported horse. 

However, *Turn-to’s leadership rests on 
money won ($330,154 in first-place money), 
almost entirely to the efforts of one horse, the 
ill-fated colt, Hail to Reason, winner of $322,679 
himself. Three other winners among *Turn-to’s 
crop of 20 registered foals of 1958 were minor 
winners of one race apiece. 

*My Babu, second in the money-winning 
column, with first money amounting to $301,527, 
had eight winners in his crop of 27 registered 
foals which were two-year-olds last year. His 
star representative is Crozier, winner of 
$141,461. 

*Pappa Fourway also holds his position, 
thanks to one horse — Pappas All, winner of 
$260,411 of the $267,023 credited to his sire. 
Two others in *Pappa Fourway s crop of 14 
were minor winners. 
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Fourth on the list is the American-bred Saggy, 
the horse that upset Citation in the Chesapeake 
Trial for the only defeat in Citations 20-race 
three-year-old season. Saggy is the sire of win¬ 
ners of $265,254 in first money, and had an im¬ 
pressive number of winners—ten—among his 23 
registered foals of ’58. Saggy’s star performer is 
Carry Back, one of the top contenders for three- 
year-old honors this season. 

Only three other imported horses appear 
among the 20 leaders in the money won divi¬ 
sion. They are *Princequillo, *Ambiorix and 
*Promethee. *Ambiorix is the only imported 
stallion appearing among the leaders, according 
to "most winners” and "most races won,” having 
sired 13 winners of 23 races. 

Sharing honors for having sired the most 
winners are Johns Joy, a son of *Bull Dog, and 
Model Cadet, a son of Requested. Johns Joy and 
Model Cadet each had 15 winners among the 
two-year-olds of I960. Johns Joy had 29 regis¬ 
tered foals of ’58, one less than Model Cadet. 
Leadership, insofar as races won by their progeny 
is concerned, is shared by Model Cadet and Pet 
Bully, each with 30. 

Not among the leaders on these lists but holder 
of an admirable record is My Host, a son of 
*Alibhai. His entire crop—seven foals of 1958 
—won at two last year. They included the stakes 
winners Brown Eyed Mary ($22,425) and Casa 
Mia ($10,450).

THE GOOD FIGHT: The detestable winter 
of 1960-61 will not soon be forgotten in Mary¬ 
land, leastwise by those in the Bowie Race 
Course organization. The winter of 1957-58, 
best remembered for the 20-inch blizzard which 
marooned several thousand fans at the Southern 
Maryland Agricultural Associations track, is 
paled by comparison. 

Even before the official arrival of winter, 
snow had worn out its welcome. On January 19, 
two days before Bowie was to open the earliest 
race meeting in Maryland history, a 12-inch 
blanket of snow threatened to wipe out inaugu¬ 
ral ceremonies in both Washington and Bowie. 
Only by the grace of a superb clean-up job by 
the track crew was it possible to open on sched¬ 
ule. But there was hardly time for congratula¬ 
tions before workmen were at the controls of 
their plows and scrapers again. 

A two-inch snow fall on January 23 made 
access roads treacherous and forced the can¬ 
cellation of the Monday program. Racing was 
resumed on Wednesday but the Thursday and 
Friday cards were lost due to another storm. 
That’s the way it went: on again, off again 
through the middle of February. 

The programs scheduled for January 23, 26, 
27, February 3, 4, 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10 were lost to 
the elements. The last race on February 2 was 
called off when a fire in the auxiliary betting 
annex cast a pall of dense smoke over the home¬ 
stretch, precluding further use of the racing 
strip that day. 

After the second race on Saturday, February 
11, the remaining seven races were cancelled 
when two majority votes by the jockeys ruled 
the racing strip "unsafe.” There was no racing 
on February 13, 14 and 15 while repairs were 
made to the footing. 

Bowies troubles during January centered 
around adverse weather conditions, then, on 
February 2, tragedy struck out in another direc¬ 
tion. At approximately 1 p.m., the Philadelphia 
Race Special derailed at the junction where the 
Bowie spur curves off the Pennsylvania RR’s 
main line from Baltimore to Washington. The 
double-unit diesel engine and two passenger 
cars plunged over a 15-foot embankment, de¬ 
railing five of the train’s nine other cars in the 
process. 

Two of the upright cars were ripped open by 
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an overturned coach. It was in these two cars 
that six men—five race fans from Pennsylvania 
and a Brooklyn dining car waiter—were killed. 
About 120 of the train’s 300 passengers were 
injured in the Pennsylvania’s most serious pas¬ 
senger train wreck in Maryland. 

The crash occurred about three miles from 
the racetrack itself. While fire and rescue teams 
from nearby points were converged on the dis¬ 
aster scene, a call summoned fire-fighting equip¬ 
ment to the track where a multi-alarm blaze was 
gutting the pari-mutuel annex northeast of the 
grandstand. The building, unoccupied at the 
time, was used only to handle overflow crowds 
on Saturdays and holidays. Valued at $250,000, 
the block-and-stucco structure was insured. 

Forty-three pari-mutuel machines which 
were stored in the building were damaged or 
destroyed. American Totalisator people placed 
their loss at $35,000. 

Smoke from the fire—there was no danger to 
the 6,313 fans who watched from grandstand 
seats—forced the cancellation of the final race. 

Preliminary investigation by railroad officials 
indicated that brake failure was not the cause 
of the train wreck, as had been charged by 
Howard W. Horner, the train’s 62-year-old 
engineer. 

In a statement issued in Philadelphia, a Penn¬ 
sylvania spokesman reported: 

"All physical evidence indicates that the 
speed of the train as it entered the racetrack 
switch was excessive, although the brakes were 
applied and were functioning prior to the time 
of the derailment. Complete investigation will 
be required before any determination can be 
made as to why the speed was not properly 
controlled.” 

Shortly after the accident Horner said that 
his brakes failed as he turned off the railroad’s 
main line into the spur leading to the racetrack. 
He said he had been traveling about 30 miles 
an hour. A railroad official said the top speed 
permitted at the junction was 15 miles an hour. 

Testimony before an Interstate Commerce 
Commission hearing in Washington to deter¬ 
mine the cause of the wreck revealed that the 
tape taken from the sealed speed-recording de¬ 
vice on the ill-fated train showed that it was 
going 55 miles an hour in a 15-mile zone when 
it overturned. 
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Both Engineer Horner and William C. 
Wyatt, the train’s fireman, testified before the 
ICC hearing they believed that freezing of the 
brake line caused the wreck. 

Both Mr. Horner and Mr. Wyatt testified 
that the train’s brakes had functioned perfectly 
as the train passed through Odenton. Joseph 
W. White, the railroad’s chief air brake super¬ 
visor, said he could not see how the brake line 
would freeze in the 4.6 miles between Odenton 
and the junction of the spur line leading to the 
Bowie Race Course. He said the brakes would 
have been at least noticeably "sluggish’’ at Oden¬ 
ton if they were frozen a few minutes later. 

The purpose of the ICC hearings was to 
determine the cause of the accident and, if pos¬ 
sible, recommend safety measures to prevent 
a similar occurrence in the future. The ICC can¬ 
not take punitive action. Its findings are not 
expected before mid-March. 

BOTTOMLESS: Those who had watched 
Track Superintendent Marty Meyer labor over 
the racing strip with its snow tonnage feared 


that the real test of the grizzled veteran’s skill 
would come with the first rapid thaw. A gentle 
daylight thaw with the temperature dipping 
below freezing at night could be controlled; a 
protracted thaw would mean serious trouble. 

Bowie was scheduled to re-open its beleagured 
meeting on Saturday, February 11, after it had 
been shutdown since February 2, the day of the 
wreck and fire. As the re-opening approached 
there were whispers that all was not right with 
the racing surface. The Jockeys’ Guild’s eastern 
representative, Nick Jemas, was asked to check 
in and have a look. 

On the morning of February 11 Jemas, 
Jockeys Nick Shuk and Karl Korte, Bowie 
President Donald C. Lillis, and Stewards Joseph 
F. Flanagan and J. Fred Colwill toured the 
track and reportedly pronounced it safe, insofar 
as they could see. 

With all apparently well, a crowd of 15,866 
gathered for a day of sport. Leaving the quarter 
pole in the first race, Head Dancer stumbled and 
fell, throwing Apprentice Jimmy Verrone to

B ACK IN THE DAYS when people bothered 
about being economical, thrifty families 
made a big issue of turning out lights. Older 
members of menages constantly were badgering 
the younger ones with admonishments to "go 
back and turn out the light.” 

When the whole family returned from a trip 
and it was found that a light had been left on 
in the playroom, some adult was sure to de¬ 
mand, "Who left the light on?” 

Always, I was tempted to say, glibly, "Every¬ 
body.” 

It would have brought a big laugh from the 
children, but I wanted to keep my baby teeth 
(I didn’t know I was destined to have two more 
sets) and kept my flip little mouth shut. 

I thought of this the other day when I picked 
up Alex Bower’s very useful book, "How To 
Buy a Race Horse.” 

"Who failed to review this book for The 
Maryland Horse?” I asked out loud. 

Finally, I had a chance to toss in my smart 
remark. "Everybody,” I responded boldly, as 
this was a conversation between me and one 
who wishes me no ill nor pain. 

I chuckled pleasantly to show that I still had 
my sense of humor, and then became very 
serious—almost stern. 

"Well, it’s about time someone did,” I thun¬ 
dered, almost audibly. "Many readers of this 
magazine are looking for a few words of coun¬ 
sel about what to look for, what to look out for, 
and sundry other information about the Turf 
and its fascinations, ramifications, and frustra¬ 
tions.” (Most of that is on the cover of the 
book.) 

I had to agree with me that I was right, but 
felt I should get in a lick or two before yielding. 

Okay, I’ll do it,” I acquiesced. "But I wish 
youd quit your everlasting nagging.” 

There are times when I get awfully tired of 
one half of old schizo murmuring, "You’d better 
quit watching the Colt game and start to work 
on The Maryland Horse,” and "Is Ed Sulli¬ 
van more important than that writing you’ve 
been threatening to do all day?” 

Under such circumstances, it requires great 
strength of character to continue watchinc the 
Colts or Ed Sullivan. 

Anyway, after I’d gotten in that crack about 
nagging, and before there was a chance for a 
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response, I kicked old schizo out of the window. 

That always puts an end to exchanges of per¬ 
sonalities by the same personality. 

Mr. Bower’s book removes the last excuse left 
for anyone who is fighting the urge to get him¬ 
self a racehorse. 

It tells you how to buy a racehorse, what you 
should read, how to recognize soundness in a 
trainer, and a wealth of other information that 
is positively priceless to anyone on the threshold 
of becoming proprietor to a horse. 

If How To Buy a Race Horse” doesn’t shove 
you through, you’re not quite ripe. Go out and 
pet a foal. 

There are some who will ask, "What does a 
horseman with years in the game and a thor¬ 
ough, practical knowledge need with a book like 
Mr. Bower’s?” 

It’s a very good question. Plenty of experi¬ 
enced Thoroughbred men — and women — are 
well saturated with information about where 
to find a horse and how to select a good one 
and how to recognize faults and particularly 
desirable points. 

Even knowledgeable people should have the 
book, because it is a time saver, and a breath 
economizer. 

The wiser a man is, the more he is bothered 
with questions. 

If some seeker for knowledge comes up and 
asks, "What’s a splint?” or "What’s a horse 
auction, anyway?” and things like that, the 
knowledgeable horseman can hand his inter¬ 
rogator a copy of "How To Buy a Race Horse," 
and go back to cooling out his mare. 

If the well-informed equestrian stopped long 
enough to explain what a splint is to a com¬ 
pletely uninformed would-be equestrian, chances 
are the mare would stiffen up and that old 
trouble in the right shoulder would return. 

This unhappy consummation can be avoided 
for a dollar 95, the cost of the book. 

It’s a pretty cheap price to pay to keep the 
bread-and-butter horse bringing in the bread 
and butter. 

Having the book around is excellent insur¬ 
ance for short-tempered trainers. The simpleton 
asking the inane questions may be loaded 
with precious metal and looking for a smart 
gent to help him swap it for horses.

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Doctor's Wife 

In telling the story of Margaret Noyes Hop¬ 
kins (Maryland Horse, January 1961) little 
mention was made of Margaret’s younger sister, 
Helen, though horses played an important part 
in her early life, too. 

Living in Long Green Valley, she started 
riding at an early age. The first show Helen 
recalls was a Long Green show where she won 
a lead-line class. She was three years old! 

Old news clippings indicate that those Long 
Green Valley shows were the social events of 
the year among Maryland’s horsey set. 

Highlighted for the day was the horse show, 
of course, with its numerous classes, but also 
revival of a game played in the 1880’s—bad¬ 
minton! There were mule and bull races, aerial 
stunts by amateurs and pros, a carnival, tugs-of- 
war between the fire companies, flat races (one 
for ladies), steeplechases and parachute jump¬ 
ing with two women jumping from the same 
plane at the same time in a race to the ground. 

Begun in 1932 as an annual affair, the Long 
Green Valley Show grew to be one of the largest 
shows in the history of the state. For the 1934 
show, a pony ring was added and 100 stables 
entered over 400 horses in competition. The 


Long Green show, held for the benefit of the 
local fire company, started the fall show season. 
Soon after, there followed a rapid succession of 
other shows around the state. 

You would think with all this going on in a 
little girl’s life, she would be into everything. 
As Helen became one of Maryland’s leading 
equestriennes, it is surprising she did not show 
at all (other than lead line) until she was ten 
years old. That was the year the Noyes family 
moved to a Bel Air farm. At one time, there 
was a dell of hazel trees on the property, and 
the previous owners, had aptly named it Hazel 
Dell. 

Uncle Dutchie was Helen’s favorite mount, 
though there was an occasional switch to show 
Lamar Creswell s Silver Horn or her sister’s War 
Krem. Helen followed her father’s advice to 
gain experience in riding different horses but 
always came back to Uncle Dutchie. 

Standing at 16 hands, Dutchie was a bay 
Thoroughbred, foaled in 1939. He died in 
1952. He came to the Noyes family already 
broken, schooled and had been hunted a little. 
However, before Helen could claim him as her 
own, Mr. Noyes put him on the track in brush 
jumping races.

As all horses have personalities and eccen¬ 
tricities, Dutchie had his. Helens most vivid 
recollection is Dutchie’s reaction to a piece of 
sugar. After taking the sugar, he’d turn his 
head around and lick his flank. "I don’t know 
why—but he never failed and it was only with 
sugar,” Helen says. 

Uncle Dutchie’s name, by the way, is no key 
to his ancestry. A close friend of the family had 
an uncle affectionately known as Unky Dunky. 
So "Unky Dunky,” "Uncle Dutchie,” and a third 
similar name were submitted to The Jockey 
Club with the colt’s application papers. The 
one accepted was Uncle Dutchie. 

In the spring of 1946, Helen participated in 
the McDonogh cross-country races, competing 
in four. In a half-mile flat race, Helen came in 
first on Tres Bon and, in the point-to-point, she 
piloted Uncle Dutchie to victory. In the three- 
quarter-mile flat race, she placed with Dutchie. 

Again in the fall of 1946, Helen was victor 
in the mile-and-a-half Autumn point-to-point 
race which featured the first annual Field Day 
sponsored by the Association of Maryland Horse 
Shows at McDonogh. This time she was aboard 
the 12-year-old War Krem. 

There were times the modest Helen felt satis¬ 
faction from the publicity she received, but she 
says, "There were times when I didn’t feel I 
deserved it. I knew of others who had worked 
harder.” But Helen, a natural-born rider, was 
admired and respected by all for her quiet way 
of handling her mounts and her good way of 
going. 

Helen could be seen in blue jeans ("the more 
patches, the better!”) around the tracks at Bel 
Air and Timonium exercising horses for her 
father, the late Victor P. Noyes. "I walked 
them,” she says, "if there was nothing to gallop.” 
She enjoys working around horses as much as 
riding them. 

Love of the King of Sports must be an innate 
quality handed down from generation to gen¬ 
eration because racing is in Helen’s blood, too. 
"There’s something about the racetrack that 
intrigues me, yet I enjoy hunting so much, I 
can never decide which I like better,” says 
Helen. 

While she was active in riding and piling up 
books of defense stamps won as prizes during 
the war years, Helen attended the public school 
in Bel Air. After completing her high school 
days at Westtown School in Pennsylvania,

Helen entered Centenary Junior College in 
Hackettstown, New Jersey. 

One day in the fall of 1952 (after Helen 
had graduated from Centenary) a young doctor 
who was stationed with the Medical Corps at the 
Edgewood Chemical Center knocked on the 
Noyes’ front door. He introduced himself as 
Lieutenant Washburn and said he was looking 
for a place to board a horse. His story interested 
the Noyes. As a boy at his home in Pasadena, 
California, he had a mixed-breed pony, then 
a Thoroughbred and after that a pure-bred 
Morgan. They were all used for pleasure riding 
and "half the fun was in taking care of them,” 
said the officer—old enough to be an M.D. 
despite his youthful appearance. 

"Daddy never let a total stranger ride any of 
his horses,” Helen explains, but there was some¬ 
thing about Lt. Morgan Louis Washburn that 
impressed Mr. Noyes. "Daddy told Lou to for¬ 
get about shipping his horse 3000 miles—to 
use ours.” And that’s what he did! This led to 
staying for dinner "almost every night” (pre¬ 
ferred it to Army chow). That led to a beauti¬ 
ful friendship with Helen, and that led to a 
wedding. 

The Washburns have lived in their own 
attractive home at Hazel Dell since their mar¬ 
riage in 1954. 

"We’d like to stay here if we can find a way 
to reinforce the seams,” says Dr. Washburn, 
eying their snug living room. Reason for the 
reinforcement: Carol 5, Charlotte 4, Victor 19 
months and Mike 6 months. 

For a year after their marriage, Dr. Wash¬ 
burn stayed on at Edgewood in a civilian capac-

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STALLION REPORT 

by Joe B. Hickey, Jr. ■ 


In 1956 a survey of Maryland stallions was 
undertaken to afford regional breeders the op¬ 
portunity of analyzing at close range the per¬ 
formance record of the numerous progenitors in 
the State. The initial survey—a reduction of a 
nation-wide tabulation to one of handy, provin¬ 
cial dimensions—was published in the March, 
1956 issue of The Maryland Horse. 

Subsequent surveys have been published in 
this magazine each March since then. 

The sixth report, spanning the year I960, in¬ 


cludes every Maryland stallion which sired the 
winner of a race in the United States, Canada 
and at Caliente during the 12-month period end¬ 
ing December 31st last. It is divided into the 
three standard classifications: General Sire List, 
Sires of Two-Year-Old Winners, and Broodmare 
Sires. 

Each classification, in turn, has been analyzed 
to ascertain the 15 leading stallions on the three 
standard bases: First Money won by their get, 
Most Winners, and Most Races Won.

To circumvent the problem of stallion turn¬ 
over it was arbitrarily decided to include as a 
"Maryland” stallion every stud now standing 
in the State or which has made at least one 
season in the State since 1955. In the case of 
Broodmare Sires, however, any stallion making 
one or more seasons in Maryland since 1936 is 
included, providing his daughters produced the 
winners of at least $100,000 in first monies in 
1960. 

Statistics are taken from the national stand¬ 
ings published by The Blood-Horse and are 
made available to The Maryland Horse 
through the co-operation of the Lexington, Ken¬ 
tucky, magazine’s publishers, the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association, Inc. 

The I960 roster of Maryland Thoroughbred 
stallions, published in the January issue of this 
magazine, and the February supplement, lists 
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pedigrees, locations and terms of all such 
progenitors. 

Superior figures indicate dead-heats. First 
monies only are shown. In case of ties, prefer¬ 
ence was determined by money won. 

GENERAL SIRE LIST: Stanley Sagner’s 
Saggy, a 15-year-old son of Swing and Sway— 
*Chantress, by Hyperion, was Maryland’s lead¬ 
ing stallion in I960. In addition to finishing 
atop the General Sire List, he also reigns as the 
State’s leading sire of two-year-olds. 

Twenty-six winners (all ages) of 59 races 
contributed to Saggy’s first money total of 
$333,979. Included were two stakes winners 
of four races, these being Carry Back and Man 
o’ Lou. At season’s end, Carry Back, owned by 
the Dorchester Farm Stable, was the best two- 
year old in training. Conceived at Country Life 
Farm, Bel Air, Carry Back was foaled at Ocala

Stud, Ocala, Fla. The Cowdin, Garden State and 
Remsen winner earned $286,299 to become the 
sixth leading money-winning two-year-old of 
all time. 

While Saggy took the title as Maryland’s 
leading sire, since his get earned the most first 
money, the late Loser Weeper was represented 
by the Most Winners and also the Most Races 
Won. The son of Discovery had to be destroyed 
last August after he had fractured a leg in his 
Sagamore Farm paddock. Loser Weeper had 
out 38 winners of 88 races last year. Tuscany 
and Alaking were runners-up in both depart¬ 
ments. 

Tuscany had out 35 winners of 86 races to 
press Loser Weeper for honors. Alaking’s totals 
were 28 and 73 2 . 

Rough’n Tumble, which had made the 1955- 
56-57 seasons at Windy Hills Farm, West¬ 
minster, before being relocated and syndicated 
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at Ocala Stud, Fla., was second to Saggy on the 
General Sire List. His chief contributor was 
Mrs. Edith L. Price’s Yes You Will, winner of 
four stakes last year. 

With 21 winners of 44 races (including four 
stakes) Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Native Dancer 
took third place. His get earned $270,999. 
Stakes winners sired by Native Dancer were 
Good Move and Bright Silver, both fillies. 

SIRES OF TWO-YEAR-OLDS: Native 
Dancer gave Saggy his only run for the money 
among sires of juveniles. With a crop of 21 
registered foals working for him, Saggy had

was third leading juvenile sire with $33,857, 
followed closely by Double Brandy ($33,515). 

As far as Most Winners are concerned, Saggy 
had to share honors with the defunct Loser 
Weeper, both stallions being represented by 
10 winning two-year-olds last season. Native 
Dancer was third on the list with 9. 

Loser Weepers first-season runners averaged 
two wins apiece last year. A total of 20 wins 
placed the Discovery—Outdone stallion two 
ahead of Saggy and Native Dancer, which tied 
at 18. 

BROODMARE SIRES: For 1959 The 
Blood-Horse gave the records of all Broodmare 
Sires whose daughters had produced the winners 
of $25,000 or more. For I960, only those stal¬ 
lions which were the maternal grandsires of the 
winners of $100,000 were tabulated. Only ten 
Maryland broodmare sires made the list. The 
three leaders were Discovery, # Challenger II 
and *Bahram. All are now dead. 
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Discovery’s 62 daughters enabled the late 
patriarch of Sagamore to post a first-money total 
of $385,203. The 59 ^Challenger II mares 
foaled the winners of $283,935 last season. 
*Bahram, which died in South America after 
standing at stud in both Maryland and Virginia, 
made his showing, $262,579, with only 37 pro¬ 
ducing daughters. 

Discovery’s Maryland leadership was a repeat 
performance. He has accounted for this honor 
each year since 1957. 

* Challenger II, which died at Glade Valley 
Farm in 1948, where he had stood for many 
years, managed to hold off Discovery in the 
Most Races Won department. Two hundred 
wins, including one dead-heat, were credited to 
the imported horse. Discovery had five fewer. 
The latter horse proved best with 93 winners, 
four more than * Challenger II.

ity. He was a veterinary pathologist in the 
biophysics division. Then after completing post¬ 
graduate training, including internship and resi¬ 
dency, Dr. Washburn spent his last three years 
specializing in radiology. This covers the broad 
field of therapeutic radiology (treatment of dis¬ 
eases by x-rays) and diagnostic radiology, 
which includes the examining of patients. 

Beginning in 1959, Dr. Washburn taught 
radiology at Johns Hopkins Hospital, in Bal¬ 
timore, and in I960 received his board cer¬ 
tification. He now covers five hospitals in Bal¬ 
timore and Elkton six days a week. As for 
Helen’s activities: with a shrug of her shoulders, 
she succinctly tells all—"I’ve been running 
after the children for five years!” 

The Washburns will have horses for their 
own enjoyment "if we can just get the time to 
ride.” At present, Helen has a nine-year-old 
mare, out of War Krem, which is "too much 
horse” since she hasn’t been riding for a few 
years.

The Maryland Horse 
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The Value of Ovarian Palpation 

by John D. Gadd, V.M.D. 

All the reproductive organs, namely the 
ovaries, cervix and the vagina, are in a constant 
state of change as one oestrus follows another 
and cycles follow cycle. Under the influence 
of the ovaries, which are in turn controlled by 
the pituitary gland at the base of the brain, a 
recognizable series of events take place in non¬ 
pregnant mares at about three-week intervals. 
These events coincide with visible changes in 
size, shape and the content of the ovaries. 

In the state of anoestrus, or sexual inactivity, 
the ovaries are bean shaped and are hard. 
Within this body are a potential supply of ova, 
or eggs, which come to maturity during the 
breeding life of the animal. When this occurs, 
the ovary changes its character quite rapidly. It 
increases in size and becomes spongy in texture. 
In a short time a number of lumps may be felt, 
and one or sometimes several enlarge more than 
the rest. It projects above the surface and is 
cyst like, having at first a thick firm wall. This 
is a follicle and within is contained a developing 
egg, or female germ cell. During the following 
days, this follicle increases in size and consist¬ 
ency at a variable rate. When it has reached the 
state in which the egg is going to be released, 


the wall becomes thin and it fluctuates. Releas¬ 
ing or shedding of this egg is called ovulation. 
At this point a crater forms filled with blood 
and is soft and yielding to the touch. While 
the follicle is present in the ovary and the mare 
exhibits heat, the cervix, vagina and vulva come 
under the influence of chemical substances 
known as estrogens which facilitates the sexual 
act. After ovulation, the cervix contracts again, 
the vagina becomes dry and if the mare becomes 
pregnant, a mucous seals the cervix. 

One can get some idea how ready the mare 
is for service by speculuming the mare for 
relaxation of the cervix and for a fluid like 
appearance of the vagina which runs parallel 
with maturity of the follicle. Variations of the 
vaginal picture are inconsistent. It is for this 
reason that examination by rectal palpation of 
follicle development on the ovaries is more 
accurate for determination of the optimum time 
of breeding, instead of depending on the degree 
of "showing” to the speculum or the teaser. 

Mares have a long heat period in comparison 
to other domestic animals and the individual 
variation is great, running from three days up 
to ten or 15 days. In this period of heat or oestus 
in which they may show to the stud, the degree 
of variation to the speculum is inconsistent.

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This is particularly found to be abnormal in 
the early spring months. Then the oestrus 
period shortens in the later warm sunny months. 
It is my experience that the egg is normally 
shed, in the mare, within 24 to 48 hours of the 
end of oestrus. It is impossible to predict with 
any accuracy the best time for service calculated 
upon the number of days from its inception. 
I have seen mares in June without follicle for¬ 
mation beginning until the fifth or sixth day 
and the follicle not ripe or ready to rupture on 
these same individuals, until the eighth and 
ninth day respectively. It is the same reasoning 
on mares that stay "in” for two and three weeks. 
You have no way of predicting when ovulation 
is going to occur. It may occur on the third, fifth 
or seventh day or even later. This of course 
leads to numerous services. 

Herein are mentioned the main abnormal 
types of cycles seen in all breeding farms year 
after year. 

1— Anoestrus or lack of heat in which the 
barren mare fails to "come in” during most of 
four-month breeding season. In the foaling 
mare, she may not come "in season” after the 
"foaling heat” period for a like long period of 
time. 

2— Anovular heat period is one in which the 
mare shows all the normal symptoms of a regu¬ 


lar heat but fails to shed the egg or ovulate. 
This I have found to be more prevalent than I 
had ever imagined since I have been, so called, 
"follicle examining” mares. The follicle be¬ 
comes quite large in comparison to the ovary, 
then on the following day or second day it has 
regressed and thus absorbed back into the ovary. 
This observation is noted when re-examining 
for a possible double cover. 

3— Oestrus without follicle development. In 
this condition, mares show all the external 
symptoms of heat and accept the stud, but there 
is no follicle formation on either ovary. This 
may be ascertained by rectal palpation of the 
ovaries. 

4— Mares with irregular oestrus cycles vary 
in their heat cycles from year to year and in 
their cycles in the one year. 

Silent heat is one in which there is a good 
follicle formation, the mare will not show to 
the teaser but may show to the speculum. Some 
of these mares may show to a different teaser 
or show to the stud but will not show to the 
horse that has been constantly teasing her. If 
the speculum examination is in accord with 
the follicle formation, many of these mares may 
be hobbled and bred without any difficulty. As

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The Value of Ovarian Palpation 

( Continued from page 24) 

a matter of fact almost instantly they are will¬ 
ing to accept the stud. 

A prolonged heat is one in which a mare 
stays in heat constantly for 20 to 30 days and 
will show all the external symptoms. The mare 
will accept the stud at any time. These are 
mares which may become pregnant if an ade¬ 
quate follicle formation occurs. They should 
be bred within 48 hours of ovulation if ovarian 
palpation is able to predict the same. 

It has been my experience and that of many 
others, that it is useless to breed a mare after 
ovulation has occurred. Therefore it is im¬ 
portant to have the semen present in the fal¬ 
lopian tubes, which are close to the ovaries, 
when ovulation takes place. 

Therefore from the above listed abnormal 
types of cycles, one may have many different 
combinations of behavior. One may have oestrus 
without follicle formation, or with follicle for¬ 
mation without ovulation, or with follicle for¬ 
mation and ovulation but without oestrus. So it 
is by ovarian examination one may determine a 
normal or disease condition. 

Let me quickly interpose though, that where 
this is done on farms in which it is a routine 
procedure, the veterinarian has a much better 
chance to observe any abnormality. Some times, 
mares have to be followed through more than 
one cycle to ascertain their trouble. 

In many large breeding farms, where the 
stallion or stallions have a "full book, it is a 
routine procedure to have the "in season mares 
examined on a two to three times a week in¬ 
terval. 

Sometimes in problem mares, it is asking too 
much of a veterinarian to give an opinion on 
one examination, for the mare may need to be 
followed through an oestrus cycle at a 48-hour 
interval or even through an entire breeding 
season. 

Apart from examining mares for abnormality 
or disease, when we find four or five mares in 
a season, it is helpful to be able to tell which 
mare has the ripest follicle and therefore pick 
the most likely mares for successive breedings. 

Ovarian palpation frequently provides an 
explanation for infertility, it sometimes enables 
corrective measures to be taken, it enables mares 
to be taken for the optimum time of breeding 
and it also saves unnecessary breedings which 
could not possibly result in conception.

the track. Hidden Mirth, ridden by Larry 
Adams, and Woody Glen, piloted by Arthur 
Chambers, fell over the prostrate Head Dancer. 
There were no serious injuries, though Cham¬ 
bers was treated for bruises. 

Jockeys Tony DeSpirito and Terry Dunlavy, 
two New England regulars, pulled up their 
mounts after the spill. DeSpirito, who probably 
has sustained more serious injuries than any 
of his contemporaries, called it a day. "I don’t 
need the money that bad," he remarked. Cham¬ 
bers also took himself off his remaining mounts. 

After the second race, which went off without 
a hitch, the jockeys voted not to continue riding 
in view of the hazardous track condition, thus 
forcing the cancellation of the remainder of the 
program. Rain checks were given out to all in 
the crowd of 15,866 who desired them. Some 
fans left without picking up the rain checks, 
others passed through the line twice or more. 
More than 20,000 checks were handed out. 

The section of the track between the quarter 
and eighth poles, where the track was said to 
be "bottomless," was the focal point of atten¬ 
tion. The remainder of the track seemed fairly 
safe. 

Truckloads of sand were dumped on the 
"bad” portion of the track in an attempt to give 
it body. The mud was estimated to have been 
six or more inches deep. Racing was scheduled 
to re-open on Wednesday, February 15 but, an 
inspection of the strip on the 14th suggested 
that another day’s work would speed the return 
of the track to "tip-top shape." 

Bowie didn’t have any more trouble until 
Saturday, the 18th, when dense fog all but ob¬ 
scured the races. Vision was restricted to 150 
yards at the most while the pea-souper was 
down. Despite this condition, 16,159 fans 
the largest turnout of the meeting—were on 
hand. The feature attraction of the day was the 
$15,000-added George Washington Stakes, won 
by Mrs. Mabel McCabe’s Scotch Bull. It was the 
second Bowie start for the three-year-old son 
of Steel Bull—Hop Scotch, by *Khaled, and his 
second stakes score. He had won the Francis 
Scott Key Stakes on opening day. 

Little is known of how the George Washing¬ 
ton was run. Scotch Bull broke from Post Posi¬ 
tion 9 and when first seen by the crowd, at the 
eighth pole, he was a half length on top and 
starting to draw away. His margin at the wire 
was 3^2 lengths over E. S. Hinemans Mr. Ego¬ 
tist. Ridden by Philip I. Grimm, Scotch Bull 
ran the six furlongs in 1:14 2/5. E. P. Mc-

The favored entry of Bugona, which had set 
the :58 2/5 track record in his previous start, 
and Caney Fork, failed to menace. Mrs. J. M. 
McCrane, Jr.’s well-regarded Thynk Again 
trailed the field. 

Last year, Scotch Bull won the James H. Con¬ 
nors Memorial Stakes and two other races in 
eight starts. After the George Washington, his 
complete record read: 10 starts, 5 wins, 1 second 
and $43,511. 

The Pocahontas Stakes had to be canceled 
when it was not possible to race on any of the 
three days it was scheduled. The Abraham Lin¬ 
coln Stakes was another casualty of the stakes 
program. 

Pony Show Wins Honor 

The Sixteenth Annual Maryland Pony Show, 
which was held at the Timonium State Fair 
Grounds, has been designated as an Honor 
Show of I960 by the American Horse Shows 
Association, Inc. 

Staged last July, the three-day Maryland 
Show is the largest pony and junior show in 
the United States. 

James P. Molesworth of Woodstock, secre¬ 
tary of the I960 Maryland Show, was notified 
by Albert E. Hart, Jr., president of the American 
Association of the Honor Show designate. 

In notifying Molesworth of the award, Hart 
said: "The designation of Honor Show was 
based on the appearance of the prize list and 
catalogue, together with the official report of 
the American Horse Show Association steward 
on duty at the show.” 

According to the rules, the 1961 Maryland 
Show can announce its Honor Show status on 
its prize list and in its catalogue, and can fly the 
Honor Show flag throughout its three-day event. 

Among the other Honor Shows were the 
National Horse Show in New York, the Penn¬ 
sylvania National Horse Show at Harrisburg, 
and the Devon Horse Show. The American 
Association embraces 455 annual shows staged 
in 45 states. 

Proceeds from last year’s Maryland Pony 
Show were turned over to the charitable and 
educational activities of the North Baltimore 
Kiwanis Club, which served as co-sponsor of 
the event. Over $3,000 was realized from the 
show. 

Dates for the 1961 renewal have not been 
solidified. Maryland officials have applied for 
July 7, 8, and 9, for the 17th annual show which 
will be held at Timonium.

The latter won the Alabama Stakes 
and the Ladies’ and Gallant Fox Handicaps. Salaminia produced, to the cover 
of Menow’s sire *Pharamond II, the $105,710 stakes winner Athenia, the dam of 
Aesthete. The dam of Assemblyman’s sire and the granddam of Assemblyman’s 
dam is Alcibiades, one of the great foundation mares of modern American Turf 
history. 

In 1960, Assemblyman was bred to 20 mares and got 19 in foal.
